According to Montenegrin accounts 
Mahmoud Pasha went eut with about 20,000 
men, an estimate which agrees with statements 
from Scutari. They were allowed to advance 
until they were well engaged in the ravines

Stranpine Rock, D. T., Aug. 90.—We arrtved 
here on the 15th, but have nothing yet to re- 
count of any disturbance with the Indians. 


From Bismarck to Fort Rice we were ob to 
travel by wagon; thence took a yaw! and 
crew of rowers, and came down the raging 
souri, in a furious gale and drenching rain, a 
distance of 70 miles in seven hours, notwith- 
standing the occasional running on sand-bars 
and striking against sunken trees.

DETESTATION OF HIM IN ALBANY—THE IMPRES- 
SION MADE BY HIM CONTRASTED WITH THAT 
MADE BY GOV. MORGAN WHILE AT THE CaPl- 
TAL. 

Dispatch to New York Times. 

ALBany, Aug. 25.—At Albany, Troy, Cohoes, 
Ballston, and thie whole region of the Upper 
Hudson, the ticket nominated at Saratoga gives 
unbounded satisfaction. Not a dissenting voice 
is heard, and everywhere it is hailed as the guar- 
anty and assurance of complete triumph in No- 
vember. Here at the Capitol theticket is pecul- 
iarly acceptable, not merely to Republicans, but 
to almost every Democrat of social standing and 
influence in the city. They know Gov. Morgan 
of old. During thefour years in which he for- 
merly resided here as Governor he and his 
family endeared themselves to the social circles 
of Albany, and all, witnout distinction of party, 
will gladly welcome his return. There has not 
been in many years à Governor of this State 
who Was more popular with all classes at the 


too much to say that there never was a Gov- 
erpor 9822 * with all Classes as 
Samuel J. Tilden. He has not gained the good 
will of either the rich or the poor, of either the 
drawing-room or the street.

HIS CURSES FOR CRIPPLED UNION SOLDIERS. 
Detroit ( Mich.) Tribune. 

The following extract from a private letter to 
the editor of the Big Rapids Pioneer appears in 
that paper of the 30th ult. The soldiers who 
may have been inveigled into the belicf that 
Tilden’s electioneering professions of respect 
and love for those who defended the Union 
were anything more than the mouthings of a 
demagogue who wanted the votes of everbody, 
friend or foe, will probably learn théir mistake 
from this incident. The writer of this narra- 
tion is now a minister in this city, and is, of 
couse, wholly trustworthy and reliable.

OIL INSPECTOR. 

The following communication was read from 
the Mayor: 

The law touching the appointment of an Oil In- 
spector for this city, and the fixing of his compen- 
sation, now in force, is a statute of the State 
which went into force July 1, 1874, and is found 
on 731 of the Revised Statutes. It provides 
as follows: 

That the Mayor of any city, with the a val of the 
City Council, and the . of Trustees 2 village 
ortown, may, and on the petition of any five inhabit- 
ante thereof shall, appoint one or more Inspectors for 
the inspection of coal-oil, naphtha, gasoline, benzine, 
anc other mineral oils or fiuids, the product of petrole- 
um, and fix their compensation, to be paid by the party 
oe their services. 

very such Inspector shall hold his office for one 
year, and until his successor is appointed and qualified, 
unless sooner removed from office. He may appoint 
deputies, for whom be shall be responsible, and who 
shall take the same oath and be liable to the same pen- 
alles as the Inspector. 

By this law the appointment of an Oil Inspector 
devolves 1 — me, subject to the approval of your 
honorable body, and also the additional duty of 
fixing the compensation of such Oil Inspector, sub- 
ject also to your approval. 

The compensation heretofore fixed has been at 
the rate of 6 cents 1 At the time when 
that price was established, the consumption of il- 
luminating oil in our city was insignificant as com- 
pared with what it now is, and the compensation 

was not too large. But now the annual consump- 
tion of oil for illuminating purposes has reached 
— magnitude, the number of packages annually 

— being estimated at not less than 100, 000. 
At6 cents a package, this amounts te $6,000 a 

ear.

I believe that the compensation should be reduced 
One-half, and it is unjust that dealers or consumers 
should be made to pay more than what amounts to 
a reasonable salary to the Inspector. The work is 
neither arduous nor does it require unusual qualifi- 
cations on the part of the Inspector. ) 

l therefore recommend that the compensation of 
Oil Inspector, to be paid by the party requiring his 
services, be fixed at 3 cents per package, and re- 
spectfully ask your concurrence in my said action 
by the ssage of the accompanying resolution.

rate of $24 per annum per lamp. 

In either case it is understood that settlements 
and payments shall be made quarterly and at the 
times specified in the existing contract between the 
city and the Company, and as the present time- 
table for lighting and extinguishing the gas in the 
street Somes extends only to the lst day of January. 
1877, that the Company shall not be required to keep 
the lamps lighted more hours between that date and 
the lst day of May, 1877, than by the present time- 
table it is required to do between the Ist day of 
1 876, and the said lst day of January, 

877. 
In making these propositions the Chicago Gas- 
Light and Coke Company begs leave to suggest to 
our honorable body that the cost of producing 
illuminating gas of the quality he~etofore and now 
furnished by said Company is barely covered by the 
rates of charges above proposed. That this Com- 
pany has at all times manifested towards the city 
a reasonable spirit of accommodation which onght 
not to be disregarded iu its present and future 
treatment by the city. That with i 
hundred miles of gas-mains already iaid 
in the streets of the eit within 
the divisions above referred to and fully paid for, 
and with facilities for manufacturing gas largely 
in excess of the su ply at present required for the 
use of the city and its citizens, there would seem 
to be little occasion, if reasonable counsels should

CHAMPAIGN. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

CHAMPAIGN, III., Aug. 26.—On Tuesday, the 
20th inst., the Champaign County Fair will 
open near this city. The weather has this week 
been very favorable to fair-goers, and it is hoped 
that Providence will continue the favor. There 
are already a large number of entries, mostly of 
stock. 

So far as crops now growing are concerned, 
the following is a correct statement for this 
county: Corn will not exceed over a half-crop. 
The ears are small, and, with the best of weath- 
er, that on low ground which stood under water 
will make nothing but nubbins. Potatoes will 
yield well, but that crop has no great commer- 


cial value. The apple crop is light, and 
will fall far short of supplyin the 
local demand for winter-apples. ust at 
this time there is a glut in the 


market. There is less demand for fruit at this 
season than at almost any other, because vege- 
tables of all kinds are plenty and cheap. The 
old crop of cornis being rapidly disposed of, 
and is selling here for 35 to 37 cents per bushel. 
The greater portion goes directly East, only an 
occasional car-load going into the Chicago ele- 
vators. 

Business is still dull, although the merchants 
are making good, steady cash sales. There is 
plenty of money to be loaned at 1 per cent per 
— to those who have anything besides 
prospects to put up tor security. Several far- 
mers of reputed wealth have recently failed, ow- 
ing to too liberal indorsements of other men’s 
paper and too much speculating in stock. I do 
not hear of a single failure among legitimate 
farmers. ;

RAILROADS. 


“RESUMPTION OF HOSTILITIES. 
After a lull of nearly two months the war be- 
tween the various Eastern trunk lines has been 
actively resumed, and another step forward in 
the gigantic battle was made yesterday; and it 
is again Commodore Vanderbilt who takes the 
initiative. The Michigan Southern Railroad, of 
which he is the President, gave notice yesterday 
morning that it had reduced the passenger rates 
from Chicago to Detroit and Buffalo. The rate 
to the former place was reduced from $8 to $6, 
and to the latter place from $11 to $10. The 


reduced tickets, however, will be limited 
to two days. The managers of the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 


Railroad have taken this step to punish 
the Michigan Central Railroad, which they 
claim is allowing the Canada roads to sell tick- 
ets overits line at cutrates. They do not 
claim that the Michigan Central has violated 
the regular rules, but they claim that the 
Michigan Central can prevent the Canada lines 
from cutting the rates by refusing to pro-rate 
with them. The Michigan Central claims that 
it is not pro-rating with the Canada lines except 
at the regular tariff rates. If the Canada lines 
choose to make lower rates and bear the loss 
themselves, it could not idly help it, and it 
was decidedly wrong of the Lake Shore & Mich- 
igan Southern Railroad to hold ft responsible 
for the acts of these lines. The managers 
of the Michigan Central Railroad are making 
an effort to have the difficulty adjusted, and the 
old rates restored. If they do not succeed they 
will, of course, be compelled to reduce their 
rates to Detroit and Buffalo to the same figures 
as those announced by the Michigan Central 


yesterday.

MISSOURI RIVER BUSINESS, 

Another meeting of the Managers and Gen- 
eral Freight Agents of the roads leading to 
Missouri River points will be held at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel to-day.

A committee was appointed at the last 
meeting to report a feasible plan for such 
action, and it has been at work ever since con- 
sidering the matter. It is understood that the 
Committee will submit a plan to-day, and, 
unless the opposition of one or two lines to 
such scheme disrupts the existing harmony 
among the various lines, the pool undoubt- 
edly be perfected.

IOWA ITEMS,

DavEnport, Ia., Aug. 28.—Quite a railroad 
war occurred here to-day. The Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railroad claims a strip of land 
on the levee, across which the track of the Dav- 
enport & Northwestern was to be built. To 
prevent this, the former Company this morning 
put on a large force of men to build a track 
across the disputed tract. They had not pro- 
ceeded far before the city authorities ordered 
them to stop, and detailed police to enforce the 
order. Hundreds of citizens gathered upon the 
scene, and expressed indignation at the Rock 
Island Company, believing their proceedings 
simply a game to prevent the other Compan 
entering the city. There promises to be muc 
litigation over the matter.

The rage of the bees still 
continued, ana on the following day they at- 
tacked their owner’s house, and the family were 
compelled to vacate. 


A Yarn for the Marines. 

A Philadelphia dispatch says: Capt. West, 
a submarine operator, was at work on the hulk 
of the sunken Ironsides. off the League Island 
Navy Yard, on Tuesday, trying to blow the bulk 
to pisces. He charged it with 250 pounds of 
double-strength powder. When this was ＋ 
it blew a piece of iron weighing nearly a ton 

feet into the air. In its descent it struck a barge 
several hundred yards away, and went through 
its deck and bottom. The barge was loaded 
with iron plates and chains from the Ironsides, 
and it went down like a flash. When the bares 
touched bottom, it careened, dumped its load, 
and instantly rose to the surface again, thus sav- 


ing the lives of the workmen on board. The

Mr. Cuantes Francis Apams, although pro- 
fessing to occupy a position so exalted above 
the common herd of politicians that he is 
independent of men and measures and has 
no need to define himself, has taken the 
trouble to write an open letter declaring that 
he shall vote for TD and Henpricss, al- 
though he gives no reason for his choice. It 
is a little curious that Mr. Apams, who pro- 
fessed to be a Union man during the War, 
and sympathized with the Government in its 
efforts to suppress the Rebellion, should 
declare for Inu, who was not a 
Union man, but a Copperhead and a railroad- 
wrecker, as against Mr. Harzs, who was a 
Union soldier, who is now an ardent reform- 
er, and who has not a spot upon his personal 
or political character. He knows very well 
that TD has ‘surrendered to the soft- 
money element of his party; that he was a 
State-Sovereignty man during the War, de- 
fending the right of the secession, and, if he 
is elected at all, must owe his election to the 
advocates of that doctrine ; that he was the 
originator and counselor of the Credit-Mo- 
bilier scheme ; that he was a railroad-wreck- 
er; and that he isa politician of the Tam- 
many school, and was the friend and: coun- 
selor of Boss Twrrep. Whatever reason 
Apams may have for his remarkable course, 
his decision only shows that he is a worn-out, 
decayed politician, who, like Joun M. Palx- 
ER and Jom F. Farnsworts, has become 
soured because he has been overlooked by 
the Republicans. His decision is not credit- 
able to his pretensions as an independent 
politician and reformer. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

Among the inventions of the Democratic 
politicians for campaign use is the statement 
so widely circulated in regard to the number 
of Government employes. This was found- 
ed upon an estimate made up by one of the 
Confederate Congressmen figuring out 94,119 
employes, which the Democratic newspapers 
speak of in round numbers as 100,000 office- 
holders. There was a double purpose in 
overestimating the number of employes. 
One object was to convince a certain class of 
persons that the Republicans have been ex- 
t avagant in their administration of the Gov- 
ernment, but the other and more far-seeing 
purpose was to furnish a stronger rallying- 
point for the Democrats, and make them be- 
lieve that there are nearly enough of- 
fices to go around and give every 
man a place who votes the Demo- 
cratic ticket. The Democratic managers 
understand perfectly well that they can fire 
the Democratic heart in no way so surely as 
by exaggerating the spoils to be attained, 
and thisis the main reason why they have 
nearly doubled the actual number of offices 
at the disposal of the Government. In a 
previous article we pointed out in detail the 
intentional distortion of the Blue-Book 
which had been made by the Confederate 
Oongressman who got up the record. Since 
then there has been reported by the various 
heads of departments the actual number of 
employes from 1859 to 1875, in response to 
a Senate resolution introdu by Mr. Sar- 
Gent. The actual number of employes of 
the Government civil service now and in 


previous years is as follows: 


Statement of the total number of civil officers in 
or connected with the departments from 1859 to 
1875, inclusive, as reported by the head of each 
department in compliance with Senate resolution 
of July 24, 1876: 
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An examination of this table will show 
that, of the 24,000 increase in the number of 
employes since 1861, 14,000 have been in the 
Post-Office Department alone,—an increase 
which the rapid settlement of new country 
and the extraordinary demand for postal 
facilities have rendered indispensable. It 
must also be remembered that a large propor- 
tion of these employes are paid out of the 
revenues of the service. The apparent large 
increase in the Treasury Department is satis- 
factorily explained by the fact that 999 
Gaugers and 888 Storekeepers (1,887 in all) 
have been added to the Blue-Book since 1873, 
who were never before included iff the list of 
employes, though even larger numbers had 
been in the service in former years. 
The apparent increase of 900 in this 
same Department for 1875 is accounted 
for by the facts that 877 Deputy-Collectors 
were then included in the list for the first 
time, though previously in the service, and 
that the new Bureau for the redemption of 
National Bank notes, established by the Cur- 


uo 78.447 


by the National Banks and not by the Gov- 
ernment. 

The falsification of the Democrats is the 
more striking when put in this way: They 
have asserted that there are 100,000 office- 
holders, when there are in fact only 62,172, 
or little more than half that number. They 
have asserted that there has been an increase 
of 38, 000 office-holders in four years, while 
the actual increase has been but 12,000. By 
comparing the empluyes in the Post-Office 
Department, who numbered 36,668 in 1871, 
and 44,895 in 1875, it will be seen that there 
were 8,227 Postmasters and letter-carriers 
added in those years. This would leave an 
apparent increase of less than 4,000; but, 
after deducting the Deputy-Collectors, 
Gaugers, Storekeepers, and others previously 
in the service but not formerly included in 
the Blue-Bock list, it will be found that 
there has been no increase at all, but an 
actual decrease in the number of persons 
employed in all branches of the Government 
service except the Post-Office Department, 
where the increase will continue as long as 
the country grows and extends. The spoils- 
hunters will not, therefore, have such rich 
pickings as the Democratic managers have 
led them to believe; but we have no doubt 
that, with the opportunity, they would soon 
increase the number of offices to their own 
estimate. : 

THE NEW LOAN. 

The syndicate, of which N. M. Rorascutip 
& Sons is the head, have subscribed to $40,- 
900,000 of the new 44 per cent loan, with the 
privilege of taking the whole $300,000,000. 
The loan is taken at par in gold, less 14 per 
cent commission, out of which all expenses 
are to be paid. The bonds are payable at 
the pleasure of the Government atany time 
after fifteen years from their date. The new 
bonds are to be exchanged for outstanding 
6 per cent bonds, and a call for $40,000,000 
of the latter will be issued at once. The 
whole amount of the 6 per cents yet out- 
standing is about $985,000,000. These are 
mostly 5-20 bonds, which are all now subject 
to call at the pleasure of the Government.

In addition to these there are outstanding

The other loan authorized—the 4 per 
centse—can hardly be put on the market un- 
til the 44 per cent loan is out of the way. 
The 4 per cent bonds have thirty years to 
run before subject to call, and the long term 
will give them an additional value as an in- 
vestment. 

The 5-20 bonds of 1862 and the other years 
of the War have all been taken up. The call 
for the new loan will be upon the 5-20 bonds 
of 1865, of which over $50,000,000 have al- 
ready been exchanged, and $150,000,000 
only are outstanding. Inthe meantime, the 
loans which fall due in 1881, amounting to 
about $280,000,000, will, as they fall due, be 
funded in 4 percent bonds. Thus, gradu- 
ally, the whole bonded debt will be reduced 
from 6 per cents to 5, 44, and 4 per cents, or 
an average reduction of 14 per cent annually 
on the whole charge for interest. Mr. T- 
DEN has denounced the Republican party for 
‘*imbecility and immorality” in not having 
taken any steps to prepare for resumption. 
During the eleven years of peace the Repub- 
lican party has paid off of the debt proper, 
and of unadjusted claims and liabilities re- 
sulting from the War, $1,000,000; has built 
up the shattered credit of the Government ; 
has refunded or contracted for refunding 
$800,000,000 of the public debt at reduced 
rates of interest; has advanced the green- 
back from 60 to 90 cents on the dollar; has 
given stability to the public credit in all parts 
of the world; has-renewed the coinage of -sil- 
ver, withdrawn the fractional currency, and 
has placed the Government on afirmer finan- 
cial basis than it has known since the Demo- 
cratic party took up arms to destroy the 
Union and to establish a slave Republic. 


IS PERJURY DEFENSIBLE? 

Even the Chicago Times falls into line and 
seriously takes up the theory of defense in 
regard to T DRx's contradictory statements 
under oath which was suggested by his pri- 
vate secretary. This is the surest indication 
we have seen that the exposure is bearing its 
fruit. The policy of the Times has been to 
admit everything, and still claim that Try 
is the best man to elect President. It has 
endeavored to give the Democratic campaign 
an aggressive attitude, and has steadily re- 
frained heretofore from apologizing, explain- 
ing, or defending.

It has admitted that his War record 
was bad; it pointed out his connection with 
the peace resolution of the Democratic Con- 
vention of 1864; it has not denied that he 
has been a professional railroad-wrecker ; it 
has even charged breach of trust upon him,— 
but, with all this, the Times has main- 
tained that he is the one man fit 
to be President. Now, however, it 
shows signs of weakening. It has been put 
upon the defensive, and imitates the other 
TILDEN organs in putting forth the absurd 
theory that the $20,000 which Mr. Tip 
subsequently swore he received as fees in 1862 
froma single company were the earnings 
that extended over services of several years. 
This may be so, or may not be so; we are 
inclined to think it is not so, because the re- 
organization of the Terre Haute Railroad. 
for which the fees were paid, was accom- 
plished within two years at most.

men know “ the earnings of a map like Trr-

% man who would cheat the tax one year 
would cheat it every year during its imposi- 
tion.” Very likely. Indeed, this seems to 
suit Mr. TIN“ case exactly, for, while he 
only made returns for two years and failed to 
comply with the law thereafter, it seems 
that he did so because he concluded that it 
would be cheaper and safer, and the fact is 
that the average income assessed upon him 
during all the years the tax was imposed was 
only $15,000. As it was during these years— 
between 1861 and 1872—that Mr. THDxN ac- 
quired a large part of a personal fortune that 
is estimated as high as five millions of dol- 
lars, the inference is that he did cheat the 
Government every year when he paid the tax 
on only $15,000 a year, which would give 
him a personal fortune of only $165,000, 
even if it had cost him nothing to live in the 
meantime. Still, if he had swindled the 
Government only once and perjured himself 
only once, most people will think that a 
man guilty of these crimes should not be 
elected to the highest office in the Republic. 

The Staats-Zeitung, which has been half 
inclined to look favorably upon Mr. Trrprx, 
has also béen floundering around in the des- 
perate effort to make his two contradictory 
statements under oath harmonize; and, in 
this endeavor, has suggested that even if

The Albany 
Kwening Journal shows that, at the close of 
the War of the Rebellion, a very elegant 
volume of 500 pages was printed in New 
York by Mr. Goopricn, the purpose of 
which was to preserve a record of the 
munificence of American citizens in volun- 
tary contributions to help the Government. 
It contains copies of every subscription 
paper known to have been made in aid of 
the cause and the amounts contributed by 
citizens. The first paper was in aid of the 
Seventh Regiment of New York, April 17, 
1861. There are forty names on it, headed 
by GeInnELu, Evarts, Fran, and others, but 
the name of Tuo is not in the list. 
On the 22d of April came the subscrip- 
tions to the Union Defense Funds, headed 
by WILIAX B. Astor, A. T. Stewart, James 
Gorpon Bennett, Aucust BxLuovr, and 
other personal and political friends of Tu- 
DEN’s, but TuDx's name does not appear in 
the list. On the same day there was a patri- 
otic meeting of the Bar of New York City. 
Tu was accustomed to take an active 
part in all the Bar meetings, but his name 
does not appear in this. In May a subscrip- 
tion was started to help Franx BLam raise a 
regiment in Missouri. BNLNMONT, Peps, 
and other Democrats contributed, but the 
name of T. Dx does not appear in the list. 
In March, 1864, the great Metropolitan Fair 
was held in New York. The of 
contributions to it was $1,351,275, sent in 
by severdl thousand contributors, whose

is not among them This 4% Tribute Book ” 
contains a complete record of all the public 
meetings and fairs held in New York City. 
Mr. TrLpEN’s name does not appear in any con- 
nection with one of them, while there is not 
another prominent citizen of New York 
whose name is absent. The Tribute 
Book” states that $70,000,000 were volunta- 
rily contributed by the people of the North- 
ern States to aid the Government. Of this 
amount, TrupEn did not contribute ® single 
cent. Lest it may be inferred that Mr. Tu- 
DEN could not afford to so, if may be as well 
to state that his wealth is estimated at eight 
millions. Of course a part of this money has 
been made since the War, out of the Credit 
Mobilier and railroad-wrecking in general; 
but at the time when his personal and politi- 
cal friends and the public generally were 
coming forward to the help of the Govern- 
ment, he was then immensely wealthy. Were 
there no otherevidence, this fact alone would 
be satisfactory proof of TVs disloyalty.

SILVER IN GERMANY. 

There seem to be considerable confusion 
and uncertainty as to the amount of silver 
which the action of the German Government 
has thrown or will be likely to throw upon 
the market. There is a lack of pnblic in- 
formation both as to what has been done in 
relation to silver demonetization, and as to 
what the Government is now doing. The 
Berlin Borsen-Zeitung states that up to the 
ist of April, 1876, the Government had 
withdrawn silver coins of the kinds and 
amounts as follows:

or May. The amount still outstanding is es- 
timated variously, but at about 8110, 000, 000. 
Of the 440,000,000 marks withdrawn, 225, 
000,000 had been applied to the new silver 
currency ; 100,000,000 marks sold on the 
market, and the rest is held in the Treasury. 
According to this statement the Government 
has not sold over $25,000,000, and, even if 
the whole amount withdrawn and not recoin- 
ed were sold, it would not exceed $50,000,- 
000, the amount which the United States 
have ordered to be coined. Under the new 
silver law of Germany, the new silver coin- 
age is mot to exceed 420,000,000 marks, or 
about $105,000,000 ; but this amount is al- 
ready pronounced wholly inadequate, and 
will probably be much enlarged. The 
amount of old silver coins not yet withdrawn 
is estimated at $100,000,000. The Govern- 
ment has suspended action, probably because 
of the low price of silver. Out of the con- 
flicting estimates we gather the following re- 


sults :

This withdrawal will probably be delayed 
and be very gradual, so long as silver re- 
mains below its ordinary average value. 


SLAVERY IN TEXAS. 

A late issue of Harpers Weekly contains a 
letter from a responsible gentleman in Texas, 
which throws a flood of light upon the man- 
ner in which elections are conducted and 
Democratic majorities obtained in the South. 
The most interesting part of his testimony 
pertains to the State of Texas, where he re. 
sides. The spirit that actuates the legisla- 
tive and judicial branches of the Confederate 
State Government is shown by the changes 
that have been made in the statutory laws 
with the intention of nullifying the opera- 
tion of the Fifteenth Amendment. The fol- 
lowing extract illustrates the spirit of fiend- 
ish hostility that exists towards the unfor- 


tunate blacks : 

Before the Rebellion, when the Democracy can- 
trolled all the branches of Government without op- 
position, theft of property had to be over $20 in 
value to be a felony, and any adult citizen of sound 
mind, and who had not been convicted of a felony, 
was a qualified juror. All of this has been changed 
by recent Democratic legislation, and now theft of 
property of any value isa felony, and no one who 
cannot read and write well is a qualified 
juror. This excludes nine-tenths of the colored 
men from jury service; hence grand and petit 
juries will be mainly composed of white men; 
whose prejudices and animosities against the freed- 
men are so notoriously self-evident that they will 
not indict or punish white men who murder colored 
people. 

How this plan of persecution works is 


shown by the following extract from the re- 
port of one of the State Prison Inspectors, 
made to Gov. Coxg, last January: 


The number of convicts received will average 
eighty-one per month. There are 1,280 convicts 
hired out to planters and railway contractors. 
Nearly al) convicts employed on farms and railroads 
are negroes. The convicts work from daylight 
until dark. Their rations consist of the coarsest 
diet, and in many instances is insufficient in quan- 
tity. At oneof the plantations I examined the 
rations sent to twenty-four convicts for dinner. 
The meat rations consisted of hog chitterlings, or 
entrails, with a portion of the excrement still on 
them, and only half cooked. The rations could, 
if good, have been eaten by four or five men. 
Owing to bad food ana other causes, the mortality 
At the 
Lake Jackson plantation I found sixty-five sick 
convicts out of a force of 185. These men had no 
medical attention. Out of 200 convicts employed 
on the Overton & Henderson Road, I found fifty- 
three sick. A great many convicts who have 
been killed or died are buried along the 
line of this road. Sick convicts 
are sent from the plantations to the prison 
hospital when the distance, etc., will allow it. 
The prison hospital is a very unsuitable building. 
It is located directly over the bake-oven and cook- | 
house, and has a low ceiling and metal roof over- 
head. I have visited this hospital in warm weather, 
when the heat was so great as to almost cremate 
the unfortunate sick confined there. At many of 
the plantations the lash has been very freely ap- 
plied, and, from all I can learn, very cruelly. I 
have examined the backs of trusty convicts, which 
were literally cut to pieces Very few convicts es- 
cape from the plantations where bloodhounds are 
kept, and if they do escape they are soon caught. 
At many of the plantations no washing had been 
done for weeks, and the convicts, as well as their 
quarters, were filled with vermin, and as they had 
no change of clothing, they had to wear their filthy 
rags, and endure the vermin as best they could. 
At the Lake Jackson plantation the convicts had 
not changed their clothing in ten weeks, and their 
lower extremities were naked. The bedding is 
amply a straw mattress, and in cold weather the 
convicts sleep upon hard boards and cover with 
their mattresses. j 

The purpose of the Confederates is plainly 
evident. Instead of resorting to murder and 
assassination, as in Mississippi and South 
Carolina, to reduce the Republican vote, 
which is nine-tenths black, the Texas Dem- 
ocrats take the surer method of reducing the 
negroes to serfdom, which, in all regards, is 
tantamount to re-enslaving them. Once con- 
victed of a felony,—and stealing a chicken, 
intoxication, vagrancy, idleness, and all 
other trifling offenses which in the North 
might perhaps consign a man to the Bride. 
well, are considered felonies,—the unfortu- 
nate negro is not only sold out to planters, 
but he is disfranchised and disqualified from 
serving on a jury. It is easy enough td in- 
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who hate the negroes. Once convicted, his 
doom is slavery under color of law—an en- 
forced labor, which has the lash and the 
bloodhound for its terror, as did the old insti- 
tution of slavery. The negro in Texas is 
sold out, beaten, and abused as he was in the 
worst days before the War, and has no re- 
source. That many negro convicts 8 
punishment for heir crimes is true, but it 
simply — the most trifling of- 
fenses which in the North restrain a man of 
his liberty for a few days should consign the 
negro to years of labor upon a piantation, 
disfranchise him, and expose him to the most 
horrible abuse, for which he has no redress.

OBITUARY. 
M. WOLOWSKI. 

M. Worowsxl, the French political economist, 
who died recently, after a prolonged illness, was 
born at Warsaw in 1810. having received 
his education in Paris, he to Poland, 
but having served in the National Army during 
the revolution of 1830, he became an exile, re- 
turned to Paris, and, in 1834, naturalized him- 
self there. He then devoted himself to the 
study of Political Economy and Law. In 1848, 
having been elected to the Legislative Assembly 
from the Department of the Seine, he took his 
position among the Moderate Republicans. 
After the establishment of the Empire he aban- 
doned politics, and entered upon his duties as 
Professor of Political Economy at the Conserva- 
toire. In July, 1871, he was elected Deputy for 
the Seine, and he was afterwards appointed 
life-member of the Senate. In the Assembiy 
he always confined himself to financial ques- 
tions, and the works which he has written upon 
his favorite science have given him a reputation 
the world over. 

HARRY T. HAYES. 

The death of Gen. Harry T. Hares in New 
Orleans has already appeared in the telegraphic 
news of Tus Trisung. He was born in Missis- 
sippi in 1820, and obtained his education at St. 
Mary’s College, Maryland. He afterward prac- 
ticed law in Baltimore and New Orleans, enter- 
lug practice in the latter city in 1844. At the 
outbreak of the Mexican War his brother was a 
leader of Texan Rangers, and he joined him as 
Adjutant, and during the war served with dis- 
tinction in Gen. TaYLor’s battles after Buena 
Vista. He resumed his profession at the close 
of the war, but when the Rebellion broke out 
was elected Colonel of the Seventh Louisiana. 
He was subsequently promoted to a Brigadier 
Generalship, and, at the close of the War, was 
serving as Major-General under KAT Smita. 
He again resumed the practice of the law. 
Although an active politician, he never held but 
one important office—that of Sheriff in 1866-’7. 

EDWARD WILLIAM LANE. 

EpwarpD WILLIAM Lang, the famous Orien- 
talist, died in London, on the 10th inst. He 
was born at Hereford, Sept. 17, 1801, and re- 
ceived his earlier education at the hands of his 
mother, SopHia GARDNER, the brilliant and 
beautiful niece of the artist GAINSBOROUGH. 
He is best known asthe translator of The 
Arabian Nights,” the author ot Modern Egyp- 
tlans,“ and the compiler of a new Arabic- 
English lexicon, of which the New York 
Bvening Post says: 

The great work of Mr. Lane's life was the 
preparation of his Arabic-E h lexicon. He 
devoted to it his best ay entire resources, 
and his most ardent love. the prosecution of it 
he made three visits to Egypt. 
to 1828, the second from 1 to 1835, and the 
third from 1842 to 1849. It already covers 2,500 
royal quarto each having three closely 
eee 
alah om appreciate the almost unparalleled in- 
dustry, the scholarship, and the unswerving 
perseverance displayed in its pre tion. No 
student of Arabic can now de sa with the 
old lexicon of Freyrrae.

YACHTING. 
THE INA AGAIN DEFEATED. 

Early in the morning there was not a strong 

prospect of a lively contest. The wind was 

from south and east, and very light. It had been 
claimed for each boat that, in a strong breeze 
and heavy sea, she could beat the other. The 
absence of wind and the smooth surface of the 
lake dashed the hopes of all who had been 
anxious to see the best sailing points of both 
yachts. 

The judges got together early, and logged the 
course to southward and eastward. At9o’clock 
the Frolic left her moorings and stood off into 
the harbor. Three-quarters of an hour later the 
Ina set her canvas, and bore down on the home 
stake, located about an eighth of a mile off the 
lower end of the breakwater. The Tom 
Brown carried the judges, and was to 
steam away to windward, and anchor 
15 miles out for the turning buoy. 
There were half a dozen excursion boats, loaded 
down to their bearings with excited passengers, 
and a fleet of yachts standing off and on wait- 
ing for the go. The Brown towed the Ina part 
of the way, but finally she cast loose. Sailing 
down toleeward of the stake, the Ina run 
astern of the Frolic. Both tacked at about the 
same time, then making another short stretch 
round the buoy, the Ina at 10; 36: 30, and the 
Frolic at 10: 36: 54. It was a fine get away, and 
the whistle of every tug and the yells and cheers 
of 3,000 people announced that the struggle had 
opened. Both yachts started off with their port 
tacks on board, the Ina a short distance ahead, 
and eating into the wind. The Frolic sailed 
eloser than in Saturday’s race, but, finding she 
did not make speed, she kept away a little, and 
began to foot ahead. As they went about on 
the starboard tack, the Frolic led, but the Ina 
was creeping closer into the wind, and gradu- 
ally eating the Frolic out. Their can- 
vas was nearly equal. The Frolic car- 
ried her mainsail, gaff-topsail, fore-staysail, 


and jib, and the Ina her huge mainsail, jib, and 
filying-gaff topsail. On this tack, the distance 
between the boats was not altered much. The 
Ina held rigidly up to the wind, while the Frolic 
footed ahead slowly. From a boat astern, it 
looked as if the Frolic were gaining ground, 
but the stiffness of the Ina was telling in her 
favor, and what the Frolic gained in shooting 
forward, the Ina counterbalanced in working 
to windward. 
THE OBJECT OF THE FROLIC 

was, in the next tack, to cross the bow of the 
Ina and take her windward position, and Capt. 
Prindiville had calculated it very nicely. The 
Frolic went in stays about a quarter of a mile 
to leeward and a little over an eighth of a mile 
ahead of the Ina, and bore down to make the 
crossing, with every stitch full. The Ina held 
her course a minute or two longer than the 
Frolic, and then, as the Frolic came down on 
her, hand over hand, witha huge bone in her 
teeth, the Ina went about, and the Frolic, 

ing within 100 feet of her stern, ran off to 


leeward, and took the position she had 
just abandoned. The proximity in which 
they passed showed how even! they 


had run, though to all appearances the Frolic 
was ahead. The Frolic began to hug the wind. 
It became evident that the Ina was getti 
away, and the Frolic tried to get in. Every ef- 
fort of this kind was at the expense of her foot- 
ing, and finally she stood a little more away 
again, and gradually forged ahead. 

The wind was as steady as ever known in a 
yacht race. Light as it was, it was reliable. 
The Ina was in better trim than on Saturday. 
Her master had cut 8 inches out of his — 
separating his throat-halyard blocks, the rigidi- 
ty of which Saturday was the —_ of his acci- 
dent. His sails fitted closer than before and 
drew better. The Frolic, on the other hand,was 
as neat as a bird. Every feather was in its place, 
and every inch was serviceable. The Tom 
Brown kept a short distance ahead and to lee- 
ward, logging the course. The pleasure boats 
came down behind, the band of the Ben Drake 

laying inspiriting airs. A little astern of the 

na was the Mamie, crawling to windward of the 
Frolic, and making a fine record for her 
sailing qualities. As the Brown anchored 
15 miles from the starting-point, the 
Ina stretched away, on her starboard tack, try- 
ing to entice the Frolicto follow. The reason 
was, that the port tack of the Ina is her best, 
and she hoped to force the Frolic into stays at 
a point from which the Ina could, by her su- 
perior close sailing, just round the stake, and 
compel the Frolic to make another short stretch. 
It was a well-laid scheme, but Prindiville 
seemed to understand it. “Going about, he 
forced the Ina into stays, and both lay off for 
the stake, the Frolic about an eighth of a mile 
to windward, and slightly losing ground from 
the necessity for sailing close in order to get 
around on that stretch. 

So far as skill is concerned, the masters of the 
two boats are pretty nearly evenly matched. 
Walter Marks, of the Ina, is one of the cleverest 
tacticians on the water, but Capt. John watched 
him closely, and, if Marks gained much advan- 
tage, it was to be attributed more to his boat 
than to any success in poking his finger in Capt. 
John’s eye. a 

AS THEY APPROACHED THE STAKE-BOAT, 

the decks of both vessels were piled up with 
convas, ready for bending as soon as the wind 
was left astern. The Ina worked well up to 
windward and forged ahead, the Frolic content 
with getting around and depending on the 
kites she would soon fly in making up. As 
they approached the stake it was a stern c 
the Frolic a little less than an eighth of a mile 
dead astern the Ina and working better up to 
the wind than she had at any time du the 
race. The Ina rounded at 2:35:47, and the 
Frolicat 2:39:06. The moment the Ina came 
around out went her huge balloon-jib, a piece 
of canvas that looks almost large enough to 
rig a fore-and-after. Her water-sails were set, 
and she drew away wey 4 on the home-stretch. 
But still there was a hole, and a small staysail 
was raised and drawn close to the balloon to 
catch every breath of air. In setting the water- 
sail, it was found to sag from the boom, and 
Capt. Davis, with a rope tied around his waist 
to drag him in if he fell over, went out on the 
boom, holding on by the lift. It was a terrible 
tug on muscle; but the sail was drawn ap and 
hooked on, and Davis was pulled in in safety. 
Everything was in readiness on the Frolic,and 
no sooner had her nose turned home than her 
balloon, water-sails, and raffy went out and 
tilled. Then came
